They are led to make that asser­ 
tion because the entry list is ranch 
larger than it ever was in the history 
of the horse show' iii Rushville.

only this, but the class of entries is 
much higher than it has ever been. 
The show will have free a t t r a c ­ 
tions this year fo r the first time since 
it has been given here. 
The W arrick 
Company of acrobats and trapeze 
perform ers will give 
two perform ­ 
ances each day, one in the afternoon 
and one at night. 
The attraction is 
furnished by F. M. Barnes & Com­ 
pany of Chicago, which organization 
has been furnishing the attractions 
for the State fair at Indianapolis for 
many years. The horse show officials 
cite the fact that work was started 
this afternoon to erect a stage twen­ 
ty by thirty feet fo r the company 
on the west court house lawn as su f­ 
ficient evidence th at the entertain­ 
ment will be exceptionally good.

A number 
of Red Men from this city are in a t­ 
tendance and still a greater number 
will be present tonight when a large 
class will be initiated. 
Recently the Great Council p u r­ 
chased a site at the corner of Market 
street and Capitol avenue, Indianapo­ 
lis, with the intention of building a 
hotel to be maintained by the order. 
In his annual report to the Council 
this morning 0. C. Norris 
recom­ 
mended that the wigwam board 
be 
empowered to sell the present 
site 
and buy another 
one if it deemed 
such an act advisable a t this time. 
It is understood that there is a 
sentiment among the members in fav ­ 
or of abandoning the plan of con­ 
structing a hotel and investing the 
money in some other financial enter­ 
prise. 
Mr. Norris does not recom­ 
mend 
the sale of the property, but 
suggests that the Great Council give 
the board the authority to dispose of 
it if the members believe th at such a 
plan would be practicable. 
Some of 
the members are opposed to entering 
the hotel field and believe that some 
other financial enterprise would be 
best. 
A fter till-, 
meeting of the Great 
Council, Mr. Norris will become the 
highest officer in the Great Council by 
right of having passed through all of 
the other chairs. 
Until the next a n ­ 
nual meeting he will be the 
Great 
Prophet and will then p a s s out as an 
officer of the Great Council. 
His d u ­ 
ties a s Great Prophet will be to open 
and close the meetings of the Great 
Council. Mr. N o r r is is also the Groat 
Prophetess of the State organization 
of the Daughters of Pocahontas, 
Mr. Norris was first elected Great 
Junior Sagamore which entitled him 
to progress from one office to anoth­ 
er in the State organization of Red 
Men. 
A fter serving as Great Junior 
Sagamore one year, he became Great 
Senior Sagamore. 
The next year lie 
became Great Sachem.

It is Deemed Wisest Plan to Make 


Donation to County Early and 


Avoid Rush. 


VI bliaut McBride, county treasurer, 
has received a circular letter from W. 
II. 0 Brien, State auditor, who is ex- 
uffieio secretary of the State Board 
of finance, that every county in the 
State shall come forth with twenty- 
five per cent of the taxes, which will 
be due the State a t the December se t­ 
tlement by October 25. A similar let­ 
ter has been sent to 
every 
county 
treasurer in the State. 
It is .suppos­ 
ed that this call fo r funds is made 
on account of the depleted condition 
of the State treasury. 
This is the second act of its kind 
on the part of the State Board of 
Finance this fall. 
A similar request 
was made by the board in September, 
that time that the counties of the 
State should pay 
into the 
State 
tr e a s u r y a portion of the funds due 
the State by 
September 25. 
The 
counties of the State complied with 
the request and the money was liter­ 
ally poured into the State 
coffers. 
On top of that now the board comes 
forw ard and will ‘‘pull the lee-’’ of 
the counties again. 
WfPbn the first 
request 
came in 
September 
County 
Treasurer 
Me 
Bride 
eons ufted 
County 
Attorney 
Stone and the w arrants were issued 
for the amount desired by the audi­ 
tor. 
The two county officials have 
considered the second request and it 
is likely that they will prepare 
to 
send the funds go the State treasury 
by October 25 as demanded. 
Since the time limit for sending the 
twenty-five per cent is only ten days 
before the expiration of the time limit 
for paying the fall taxes, the county 
officials believe that they will have 
enough money collected to pay the 
State twenty-five 
per 
cent of the 
amount which will be due the State 
from Ru»h county in the December 
settlement. 
J. L. Kennedy, auditor of Fayette 
county, has said, according to the 
Connersville News, that he will not 
issue w arrants for the amount de- | 
sired by the State board by October 
25. 
He holds that it is impossible to 
determine twenty-five per cent be­ 
cause the amount due the State 
at 
the December settlement can not be 
determined until at least two weeks 
after the time fo r paying the fall in­ 
stallment of taxes. 
Therefore to 
comply with the 
request, 
Auditor 
Kennedy says that it would be nec­ 
essary to estimate the amount due at 
the December settlement. 
The Fayette county auditor holds 
that he would have to draw heavily 
on other funds if he were to comply 
with the request of the State board. 
And in addition he 
points out the 
fact that the public draws interest 
on the county’s money while it is iii 
the banks and if it were to be check­ 
ed out, the interest would be lost to 
the taxpayers. 
He further asserts 
that it would be a 
violation of the 
law for the auditor to draw on other 
funds to meet this request for funds 
in the hour of 
emergency 
and he 
says that he can not meet the re­ 
quest without doing that.

The 
error was fatal, for Baker met the ball 
waist high with a terrific swing that 
proved the undoing of focOraw’s men. 
Marquard was clearly ■nervous in the 
first inning, when Lord scored the Ath­ 
letics’ first run on a clean single, poor 
handling of the ball by Murray, a sac­ 
rifice and a fearfully wild pitch. 
In 
five other innings Marquard was at his 
best, using great speed with splendid 
control and receiving superb backin 
from Meyers.

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 17.—At a big 
trestle near Santa Barbara an attem pt 
was made to wreck President T aft’s 
train on the Southern Pacific, and that 
it failed was due to the watchfulness 
of railroad men. 
Thirty sticks of dy­ 
nam ite and a ten-foot fuse placed on 
the track is in the possession of South­ 
ern Pacific officials. 
It is raid here that there is no doubt 
that the dynamite was placed to de­ 
stroy the bridge, but that the probable 
killing of the president of the United 
States may not have entered into the 
calculations of th e ’ plotters. 
Railroad 
officers as well as the police officials 
think that the idea of the would-be 
dynam iters was to destroy the bridge 
in order to delay the passage of the 
president and throw discredit on the 
widely printed assertion of the South­ 
ern Pacific th at it was running its 
trains on schedule time despite the 
strike of the shopmen. 
The railroad watchman at El Capi­ 
tan bridge, a structure about 700 feet 
long, saw two men walk down the 
track about 2 o’clock in the morning 
and st($p near the middle of the big 
bridge. 
His suspicions were aroused 
and he gave chase. 
As the men ran 
he fired several shots at them, but 
they made their escape In the dark­ 
ness. 
# 
Investigation 
showed thirty dyna­ 
mite sticks made up in a bundle with 
a fuse already attached. 
There was 
enough of the explosive to destroy the 
entire bridge. 
A telegraph operator 
says he saw two men get off th e north­ 
bound train a short time before. 
President Taft was on board his'sp e­ 
cial, ten minutes behind the Los An­ 
geles flyer, which was running as a 
pilot train. 
The president’s 
special 
was due at the bridge at 5:42. 
The 
theory of the railroad men is th a t the 
dynam iters planned to light their fuse 
as soon as the pilot train appeared, as 
their fuse would burn just about long 
enough to catch the president’s train. 
There is no clue as to the identity of 
the dynamiters. 
The report of the 
railroad w atchm an says the dynamite 
was placed near the middle of the 
center span of the long bridge and 
says the explosion would have demol­ 
ished the structure.

welcomed President Taft to Los An­ 
geles. 
W hen the president left the 
field where the school children greet­ 
ed him, they began to run after his 
auto pell moll. 
They crushed against 
the wire that the police had stretched 
to guard the president’s route, and for 
a m inute or two the situation became 
dangerous for some of the sm aller tots 
nearest th e wire. 
The police were obliged to cu t*it 
down and release the crush of chil­ 
dren. 
Then they flooded out around 
the 
president’s 
auto, 
which 
was 
stopped, and Mr. Taft found himself 
in the midst of an acre or more of 
shrilly 
yelling 
children, 
pushing, 
scrambling and waving flags. 
After he had accepted the children’s 
greetings the president went to a the­ 
ater for his first address. 
There he 
paid his compliments to the women of 
California. 
He urged them, now that 
the suffrage had been extended to 
them, to take their places in the civic 
body and to prove the rightfulness of 
their added privilege by their use of 
the ballot. 
There was another review 
of the school children at Pasadena, the 
children there appearing in costumes 
of red, white and blue, standing so as 
to form an American flag. 
After his 
return to Los Angeles the president, 
visited a m eeting of the negroes of the 
town. 
He was presented by them with 
an inscribed gold plate In recognition 
of his work for the negro race. 
Mr. 
Taft spoke to them of their race prob­ 
lems.
